Here we go again on a trail to 
fun and information as we gather around the 'signal -firW. Are you interested in Indians? 
In the way they lived and fought in the old days, when half of all of this land we now live 
in belonged to them? Draw close, wrap yourselves in blankets, and listen! 



THEIR LANDS Many of us have heard 

of 4he Plains Indians, 
but where did they get their name? Ob* 
viously, from the land where they lived — 
the wide and rolling plain that is so dis- 
tinctive a part of the United States today* 
For the western plains of this country is a 
great rolling flatlands without trees, that 
stretches from the Mississippi River to the 
Rocky Mountains. 

Along this prairie, with 
its rich grasses for their food, came the buf- 
falo. And the buffalo was the animal on 
which the Plains Indian depended for food 
and clothing, weapons and working tools. 
Today, this plains land contains some of the 
finest agricultural land in the entire world 
(our massive wheat and corn belt in our own 
times), and it was no less rich in Indian 
times. Before the white men came with his 
annihilating rifle and buffalo gun, vast herds 
of buffalo, deer, elk and antelope ranged 
these open spaces. Meat was here in abun- 
dance. All the Indian had to do was go out 
and shoot it* 

The United States 
bought this land from France in 1803 with 
the Louisiana Purchase. 

That one document may 
be said to have rung the death knell of the 
free Indian, For an expanding young nation, 
after the Lewis and Clark expedition, sent 
other men west, soon followed by the creak- 
ing covered wagons. The United States 
needed living room, and the ancient hunting 
lands of the Indians must furnish it. 

Little or nothing is 
known of the history of the great plains be- 
.fore the coming of Columbus. Archaeolo- 
gists have found the bones of elephants, 
camels and small horses (eohippus), so that 
in prehistoric times, we must assume that 
the continent of America was connected with 
other lands. Bands of early men must have 
gone back and forth, following the animals 
(their food). However, such traces or record 
as they may have left are covered by earth 
and grass today. 

Somewhere in the past 
— possibly around th* tenth century or e^en 
before — the Indians came. They* had no 



horses, however, and so their Plains culture 
as we know it was not fully developed, It 
appears as if they shunned the great plains 
and lived in the forest world to its east. 

The dog travQis was 
the method of carrying food and tipis. But 
the dog is not a riding animal, and so the 
vast stretch of treeless prairie must have 
seemed a barren land to them. When the 
Spanish brought the horse, and wild mus- 
tangs grew in great numbers, the Indians 
caught and tamed them. They came out of 
the forests to live on the wide plains. 

It was then, after the 
discovery of America, that the mounted In- 
dian of our western plains came into his 
greatest glory. 

HUNTING A DEER The Indians made 

a great ritual out of 
such an important event as hunting a deer. 
(To them it was important, for if they did 
not kill the deer, they starved!) They had 
deer-hunting songs that all the young men 
sang before they took the game trail. Their 
bows and arrows must be blessed by the 
medicine man. They must smear certain 
paints on their chests. ' 

Some distance from 
their home camp or village, they buried their 
prayer-sticks. These were small sticks 
properly painted in the colors necessary to 
propitiate the gods and seek their raid, and 
with feathers tied to them. 

There were four 
main methods of killing the deer. The first 
was with the bow and arrow. They must get 
close to the deer to kill in this manner, and 
they watched the trails by which the animals 
went to water or to the salt licks. 

The Indians also 
used snare traps hung cleverly and out of 
sight along the usual forest paths where the 
deer wandered. 

The third method 
of deer-slaying was to dig pits and set sharp- 
ened stakes at their bottoms, or to set stakes 
just over some obstacle like a log or rock. 
The deer in hurdling these obstacles would 
come down on thf stakes. 

Their list means of 
deer-hiinting was to use dogs to herd the 
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deer into water where they could easily be 

captured. 

When the deer was 

dead by arrow or trap, the hunted took a 

leafy branch and, in accordance with his 

religion, brushed it off. He believed that the 

deer was made from the clouds by the great 

Manitou, and that he must rid the clouds 

from the hide of the deer in order that the 

meat be pure and sweet. Then he scattered 

pollen from his pouch-bag into the deer's 

mouth. v 

The deer was al-* 

ways skinned and cut into meat quarters at 
the site of the killing. Some of the blood the 
hunter poured into a hole in the ground, and 
the spleen he hung to a tree for the crows 
to eat. The hind legs were removed first, 
then the front legs, and the rest'of the animal ' 
was divided neatly so that a horse could 
carry it, well balanced.- 

INDIAN FOOT- It might not be amiss 
BALL PLAYERS * to treat the subject of 

Indians and football, 
for the greatest football player of all time 
was an Indian, Jim Thorpe. During the days 
when Thorpe was at his best, the Carlisle In- 
dian School turned out some great teams. 
It seemed that the red man was turning to 
the white man's sport, and delighting in 
beating him at it. , > 

Jim Thorpe was a Fox 
Indian. He arrived at Carlisle some years 
after that great football coach, Glenn "Pop" 
Warner. By the time Thorpe arrived, the 
Indians were already well known. Two great 
quarterbacks — Johnston and Hudson — and 
great linemen lik.e Bemus Pierce (an all-time 
All American),. Garlow, a center, Albert 
Exendine (also an all-American) and a host 
of others, gave the Indian school its repu- 
tation. 

Many of these Indians 
had very colorful names. There was Wahoo 
Guyon. Thad Redwater, Archie Seneca, Frank 
Mount Pleasant (one of the greatest quarter- 
backs in all football), Wauseka, Lone Star, 
and Jesse Young Deer. 

Thorpe was more than 
a great open field runner in football. He was 
like a human tank. The first time he ever 
carried the ball at Carlisle he was sent in 
to replace an injured halfback, not even 
knowing the signals. But Thorpe never 
needed to know signals. All he needed was 
the ball under his^arm. They gave Jim the 
ball and he ran sixty-five yards for a touch- 
down — leaving seven Pennsylvania players 
stretched out cold on the ground behind him. 
They had knocked themselves out trying to 
tackle him! 

Big Jim Thorpe could 
run, kick, pass and dropkick. The story is 
told that, in his later years, when they were 



making a movie of his life and were using 
college football players as extras, Big Jim 
could even then punt farther than any of 
them, tall towering punts sailing high and 

far down the field. 

Football always did ap- 
peal to the Indians. They liked its body con- 
* tact and its -necessary wiliness to fool the 
opposition. It was while Carlisle was playing 
Harvard that "Pop" Warner was amazed to 
see his own team pull the hidden ball trick. 
At the kickoff, the Carlisle players huddled 
around the man who caught the ball. They 
stuffed the ball up the back of one of the 
players, under his jersey. Then with their 
arms spread wide to show the stunned Har- 
vard players that none, of them seemingly 
had the ball, they all ran down the field 

toward the goal. 

And football was a legal 

way of striking back at "the palefaces." They 

especially like to beat the Army football 

team, perhaps remembering Custer and the 

Seventh Cavalry. In those days Army was 

a great football power. But Thorpe scored 

22 of the 27 Carlisle points against none for 

the Army. He ran one punt back 90 yards 

only to have it called back because of a 

penalty. When Army kicked again he took 

the ball on the bounce and this time ran it 

back 95 yards to a touchdown. 

Jim Thorpe's Indian 
name was Chief Bright Path. A little known 
fact about him was that he had a twin brother 
who died in infancy. If there had ever been 
two Jim Thorpes . . . wow! 

Gus Welch, an all- 
American quarterback at Carlisle, has said 
that the Indians had only two rules. If the 
Indians had the ball, they must knock down 
(block out) the white man; if the white man 
had the ball, the Indians must "get" him. 
Certainly these rules must have appealed to 
men who had the blood of Sitting Bull and 
Crazy Horse in their veins! 

Sometimes the Indians 
were a little lazy. "Pop" Warner used to rant 
and rave at Jim Thorpe for his lethargy, un- 
til he roused him to a fighting pitch. 

During his playing 
days, Gus Welch has said, there was a big 
Indian named Black Bear on the squad who 
played in the line. In every game, Welch 
would hit him with his fist, unobserved of 
course, and blame it on "the palefaces." 
After a while, Black Bear would lose his 
temper and play a ferocious brand of foot- 
ball, making half the tackles for his team and 
opening big holes in the paleface line for 
his backs to run through. Black Bear never 
did discover it was not the white boys who 
•were hitting him so often, but he became a 
great football player!
